-g^ity, here at e opinions on some of 
them. Nobody is urged to vote my 

way because I do. 

Obviously, it is impossible to discuss these measures at 
length. The conclusions have not been reached without con¬ 
siderable study and thought, but the reasons must be ex¬ 
pressed in the fewest possible words. 

1— Veterans’ Validating Act, and 3, the V’eteran's Wel¬ 
fare Bond act, are companion measures carrying bond issues 
the borough system of government for sections of large 
pi’ovide for lending to veterans the credit of the state to en¬ 
able them to acquii’e homes. A lift, not a gift. \’ote yes on 
both. 

2— Prohibition Enforcement act. Absolutely necessary 
for support of law and ordei', legardless of one’s opinion on 
prohibition. All other states but one have adopted entorce- 
ment acts. Vote yes. 

4— Land Settlement Bond act. The bonds will be paid 
by settlers to whom state credit is loaned to enable them to 
acquire farms.

REPLIES TO CRITICS 


“Some people may think that the 
Kilims Tax IJill went to the limit in 
raihiiiK money by taxation in Califor¬ 
nia, but if the T)eople vote the Water 
and Power Act with its bond issue of 
$600,000,000, and with the accruing 
interest ami sinkinK fund which must 
be paid every year, the man who 
frames the next tax bill will have to 
erect a skyscraper where I built only 
a bungalow,” said Senator Lyman M. 
Kinjf, author of the Kin>t Tax Law and 
recojfiiized as one of California’s most 
studious economists, in addressing a 
mass meeting at Scottish Kite hall last 
night. 

Senator King renounced any inten. 
tion of discussing the proposed 
Water and Power Amendment to the 
Constitution, either for or again.st 
public or private ownership of public 
utilities. He objected to the amend¬ 
ment because it is loosely drafted and 
because it includes nearly all kinds of 
personal and private business ami 
places them within the haml.s of a 
state commission which has power to 
take over the control of the mutual 
water and irrigation companies, 'I'hese 
he said, are essentially private coti- 
cerns and have been the predominating 
factor in developing the farm lands 
of California and creating the cities 
and towns which are scattered through 
out the rural communities. 

The senator explained that the 
measuie was an amendment to the 
Con.stitution and not a statute, and 
that it could only be changed by an¬ 
other Costitutional amendment. 

“The State Legislature,” he said, 
“composed of .senate and assembly, 
and its acts subject to veto by the 
governor elected by the people, can 
only vote $300,000 in one year as an 
appropriation. This constitutional 
amendment appropriates $500,000,000, 
the interest alone upon which, at .6 
per cent, amounts to $25,000,000 with 
an annual sinking fund of $10,000,- 
000 ." 

Passing from point to point in his 
analysis of the amendment, the sena¬ 
tor showed that the property which it 
is propo.sed to take • ver by the state 
and place in the hands of an appoint¬ 
ive boaid, three of whom constitute a 
majority, would be taken out of tax¬ 
ation, and an e<iual amount of money 
would have to be asses.sed on the re-

“Such a measure was drafted by 
this committee of the I.eague of Mu¬ 
nicipalities anti presented to the la.st 
legislature for adoption and was 
known as the Johnson Bill. The state 
senate adopte<l the measure by almost 
unanimous vote, but the power corpor¬ 
ations’ lobby succeeded in defeating it 
in the assembly by the narrow margin 
of four votes. After adjournment of 
the legislature, progressive members 
thereof, realizing the urgency of 
adopting legislation reserving to the 
people the remaining resources of the 
state drafted a measure to be present¬
